It was a bombshell. Schuman hed 
worked secretly with the real author of 
the project, Jean Monnet, and his. bril- 
liant team.of technocrats, Few members 
of the French. government..knew what 
was going on. The United States was - 
given advance warning of the announce- 
ment, but the British were not informed; 
to the fury of the British Foreign Sec. 
retary, Mr. Ernest Bevin. 

Schuman presented the world with 
what amounted to a fait accompli. His 
plan atthe time was not fully worked 
out. Tt aroused fears. of a “Bankers’ 
Europe.” Other criticism sew a Roman 
Catholic plot hatched by Schuman, Ade- 
nauer and De Gasperi. -But on the 
whole it was. favorably received, and 
the Six Parliaments quickly ; ratified 
the 20,000-ward, highly technicat treaty 
that few deputies were able to under- 
stand ;

The Board of Broadcast Governors today announced a 
new policy allowing “hard sell” beer and wine commercials 
for radio and television, but the B.C. government will con- 
tinue te ban them. 

Provincial Liquor Control Board chairman Col. Donald 
McGugan said the B.C. Liquor Act prohibits any advertising 
of beer, wine or spirits on radio or TV. 

“In my opinion there will be no change In the act,” be 
declared. ’ 

This means that if a national network program ts spon- 
sored by a brewery its commercials will have to be blacked 
out in B.C. 

At present the BBG allows only 1% seconds of hard sell 
by breweries. The remaining 48 seconds of the usual one- 
minute commercial mast be filled owt with » general scene, 
such as a group of young people partying or = scenic view 
of ntountains.
